and weunded in the battle of Waterloo, 
by 50uU msn. In the second of these 
battics he Killed and wcunded the same 
mumber that both the opposing armies 
fost lu the batile of Waterloo; and in 
the third he killed and: wounded more by 
yYOUG men than the S‘rench alone lost in 
the battle of Waterloo. In the three 
battles together, Lies killed and wounded 
more men by at lesst 30000 than the 
ailies and French ‘ost in the whole cam- 
paign, inciudiog prisoners, 

The force With which Lee operated 
never amounted, at aque time, to 50,000 
menu, the force with which Wellington 
aud Biucher acted was, aceording to 
English estimates, 190,000 strong. The 
force to which Lee wis opposed was, 
from first to last, 240,000 strong; the 
force to which Wellington and LBiucher 
were oppused was but 122,000 strong. 
When Massena invaded Portugal 
in 1810, Wellington had _ 80,000 
Portugese regulars, who, at.the hattie of 
Busaco, according to Weiliagton’s own 
account, ' proved themselves worthy to 
fight side by side with the British vete- 
rane,’ besides 40,000 admirable Portu- 
yvese militia. He had Lisbon for his base 
with a British fleet riding at anchor, an 
tunumerable vessels of other deserip- 
tions plying between the ports of 
iand, and bringing. the most abundant 
supply of arms, provisians and miuni- 
tions of war, He had surrounded the 
port with the mcst tremendous system of 
fortifications knowa in modern times, 
and his task was to defend the strongest 
gountry in kurope.

| GRANT. 

In another column we publish a com- 
munication from an esteemed corres- 
pondent—a gentleman of character, of 
influence, and of some experience in 
Washington affairs. In social life he 
occupies a high position, one that has 
opened to him ways and means for po- 
litical information that do not ordinarily 
occur to every man. His letter will, 
therefore, be read with unusual interest, 
as emanating from a8 source only less im- 
portant than if of semi-official origin. 
He has lately been in the traces for Vir- 
ginia, and is wellup in the tone and 
temper of GRANT'S friends. He does 
not agree with us as to our conclusions 
of what we may expect from GRANT’sS 
administration ; advises that we “ take 
things as we find them,” (aegro suffrage 
and all, and settle down to an acquies- 
cence in what is inevitably to flow to us 
as a consequence. Having carefully 
weighed our correspondent’s points, we 
are as far from coinciding with him &s 
ever. We believe, with the New York 
Tribune, tbat Gen. GRANT Is *‘ bound in 
honor’’ to administer the Government 
upon Republican principles, and not as 
the New York 7imes would have us be- 
lieve, upon principles of his own, and 
which are to be the platform of anew 
party. Nor do we believe with the 
New York World that GRANT can, with 
a decent self respect, Tylerizs tae party 
that elected him and become the patron 
of Democracy by the distribution of pap 
and largesse to the needy and huagry of 
Tammany Hal!, ready tothrow up the:r 
hats for any man, 80 he be King and their 
friend. Nor do we believe in the med- 
ley programme for GRANT prepared by 
the New York Hera/d. But we do be- 
lievein “‘ taking facts as we find them,’’ 
and, therefore, are convinced that the 
GRANT Administration wiil be purely 
Ropublican ; and that the South has as 


‘little to expect from him of Executive 


favor as she could hope for from one who 
has foreshadowed his political career by 
endorsing SHERIDAN and SICKLES, the 
two cflicers who, of all others, recom- 
mended theraselves to the extreme 
Radicals by an overbearing and insult- 
ing enforcement of the reconstruction 
laws. GRANT will conform to the Re- 
publican standard in the exercise of the 
high functions of the Presidential office. 
In proof that he wiil do so, he has so far 
taken counsal of none who are not iden- 
tified with that party. Ex-Gov. Fisu 
and A. Ts STEWART, of New York, are 
among his chief advisers; and itis well 
known that E. B. WASHBURNE is bis 
chief faugleman, and WILSON, of Lowa, 
among the first of his favorites in the 
House of Representatives. Gen. 
LoGAN, it will be recollected, 
lately attempted to SCHENCK 
in his. interest, conveying an 
impression that he, too, corrupt swag- 
gerer that be is, is also in the confidence 
of the man from whom our correapon- 
dent bids us hope a mild and benevolent 
management of public sffairs. With 
such lights before us, it is beyoud our 
power. 

That Gen. GRANT will administer the 


' Government honestly, so far as its finan- 


cial affairs are concerned, we wiil wil- 
lingly concede as probabie, because he 
has already given an earnest to that ef- 
fect in his wholesale reduction of em- 
ployees and expenses in the War Depart- 
ment, and the efforts now beiag made, 
uoder his auspices, te stili further curtail! 
the expenses of the army. sonomyj 
will be one of his maxime, and to the ex- 
tent that he conducts public affairs under 
that head, and up to the full meaning of 
that word, he will be heartily sustained 
by all the people; and the more nearly 


_be conforms to a etandard of justice, s» 
far as we of the South are concerned, the 


leas embarrassed will be his Presidentia! 


_ gareer and the greater the ecilat with 


which he may possibly retire from the 
highest office in the country. We re- 
peat, we have little to hope for, judg. 
iog by what Gon. GRANT has doze; 
little that will be ion accord with the de- 
sires of the conservative people of the 
South ; little that wil! be encouraging to 
the men and women who hye so thor- 
oughly recuperated this fair land from 
the ravages of war; little that will bea 
requital for agonies endured, for the rob-

though nearly seven hundred years old. 
GRANT’S administration will be thor- 
oughly Republican; he cannot, in honor, 
says GREELEY, makeit otherwise. What 
that will be, we repaat, let the history of 
the Thirty-ninth and Fortieth Congress 
tell. GRANT’S administration will be 
Republican, because he is a Republican ; 
if inno other way, made so by the 
united opposition of the National Dem- 
Party.

PLANT2RS PLAYING AT FOLLY. 

The States, published in S*. Louls, 
says that statements reach it from the 
South that planters are making arrange- 
meats to pliant large areas in cotton. 
The indications, it says, are that nearly 
a'l their energies will be devoted to this 
crop, and that, as a consequence, the 
grain crops Will be neglected. The ree- 
s)n for this is found ia the fact that the 
staple is now selling for twenty-five 
cents per pound. At this price the plan- 
ter imagines he can supply all deficien- 
cies in the matter of grain and meat 
crops and yet make money. J/e acted 
upon this idea two years ayo and came 
very near plunging himself into irre- 
trievable ruin. Yot he seriously contem- 
plates acting upon itagain! Jf he does 
80 he will suffer jar more than he suj/ered 
in 1867. A wordto the wise is suflicient. 


WRITEWASHING, 

Searcely a-week has passod since the 
Commiittee on the School Fund theft re- 
ported, and already the Legislature has 
begun the whitewashing process. The 
Speaker is now said to bé innocent of 
the charges alleged by RUTTER and 
PARHAM ; and the Goveroor, in a card, 
an extract of which we published yester- 
day, not only exonerates himself but 
his whole family from any participation 
in the “taking off’’ cf the ‘sacred ”’ 
School Fund—that ‘‘ bad business’’ so 
injurious to party.’’ ARNELL and 
MULLINS and NUNN have, also, im very 
artistic style, sought to make the black- 
ness of bribery and corruption white by 
a brief stroke of the brush. But, if we 
are to believe the contents of a special 
dispatch to the Louisville Courier-Jour-

Grant will permit |.:ciself to be used as 
the instrument of the enemies of the 
South to perpetua!» theirlawlees oppres- 
sion. I have no desire to constitute my- 
self the apologist cf suy man or party, 
and do not pretecd to know whether 
Gen. Grant will discharge his duties 
faithfally as the chief executive officer 
of the United States, or whettier he will 
act as the President of the Republican 
party. With ail the light I bave on the 
subject, I hope and believe tbat Le will 
faitofuily discharge the enervus duties of 
his exalted position to the best of his 
ability, and I will not abandon that hope 
until it shail have been demonstrated to 
have been grouadiess. If Geo. Grant or 
President Johnson could be made ac- 
quainted with the true condition of Ar- 
kansas, they would put a stop ty the 
brutal conduet of whieh you justly com- 


plain. Now the questionis: Aro they 
fully advised? You take it for granted 
they are—and, of courses, hoid them re- 
sponsib!e for crimes which they have the 
power to prevent or punish, Permit me 
to suggest that they, probably, are ut- 
terly ignorant of the true state of 
the case, and will remain so until 
the good pevple cof Atkangas shali 
adopt other means than have yet been 
emp!oyed to furce conviction upon their 
minds by adequate testimony.

Cisyton gowe 
to his subordinate officers, and they go 
to the men who commit the crimes of 
which you justly complain; and they 
always have the Wi‘nocsses ready to prove 
that their brutality was provoked by the 
victims of their misplaced power. When 
the South surrendsred they did so in 
good faith. But s few wicked have 
kept up the cry of revels &nd traitors for 
their own selfish purposes. Political 
parties in the Norih were formed on js. 
sues which forced the Scuih into a false 
position, and through the machinations 
of political demagogues, the great ma- 
jority of the honest men of the North, 
in and out of Congress, were niade to ba- 
lieve that if the Domocratic party should 
ba succeasful, that secession would be re- 
vived and siavery re-esiablished. In 
this state of the public mind, the false 
testimony of the wicked men who are 
bringing reproach upoa our republican 
institutions is readily believed by good 
men in the North.

CITY FINANCES, 


Rumors of Wihet is to be Done. 


The finanvial:condition of our city—so 
far at least as ber state of indebtedness 
and the absence of the wherewith to 
cancel the same is concerned—is, we be- 
lieve, pretty well Known to, and under- 
stood by our readers, as are alco the va- 
rious means proposed and discussed by 
our city fathers in open Board fer the 
liquidation cf the same. 

At the iast meeting of the Board the 
Finaneé Committsg reported in favor of 
issuing bonds to the amougt of $500,000, 
giving their reasons therefor; some ol 
which were very potent and conclusive. 
Among these were the facts strongly set 
forth that there were a iarge pumber of 
indigent empleyees needing money, and 
also an execution amounting to $12 000 
which the city was compelled to mesi. 
Qn.these considerations the Board, un- 
derthe gag end spur of the “ previous 
question,’’ allowing time for de- 
vate, passed the ordinance authorizing 
the issue of the bonds, on its Arst iead- 
ing. 

Eight days have elapsed since this was 
done, and though the unpaid emplyees 
have been growing hungrier, and 
the execution is not settied for, 
nothing (that the public know of} has 
veen done toward passing the bili on its 
second wrd final reading, or making 
other arrangements. 

We were teld afew days ago that ne- 
gotiations were ou foot with eertain 
parties to raise ‘‘the needful with the 
city realty as collateral. This, we un- 
derstood a day ar two ago, had fallen 
through, and there was no hope save in 
the issuance of bonds. We looked of 
course for an immediate meeting of the 


ordinance, but there was pene either on 
Monday or yesterday, and none bas been 
called that we know of forto-day. 

Yet time speeds on. Day by day the 
starving poor—men who have worke:l 
hard on the streets, on the wharves and 
in the officese—come up and ask for their 
money, and thereie no mouey to give 
them. To the inquiry asked hourly 
what is going to be done, one returns one 
apswer, and another another. Yester- 
day we heard from one quarier that the 
Committee had egread to postpone ac- 
tion for a week, untilan suswer could 


jbe received from iogiand to a tele- 


grapbic messege. Again last nizht we 
heaid that efforts were efill being made 
by parties to raise the money in tue city 
and country. 

We hope that some definite conclusion 
will soon be girived et. If bonds are in- 
avitable, why, in heaven’s name, let us 
have them; if not, jet us know wuat we 
areto look fcr, and let those who are 
absolutely needing it, aud eufferiug for 
it; have their money.

A Gsed Move. 


The followicg order was made yester- 
day in the Law Court, and directed to 
be entered upon the minutes: 

Two great evils existing in the com- 
munity, directly interfering with and 
detrimental to a pure and proper admip- 
istration of justice have reached such 
gigantic proportions astto call 
Courts of justice for specific action in the 
premises They are: Ist. ‘ Professional 
juroriem.’’ 2d. Profeesional bonds- 
men.’? VToremedy the first mentioned 
evil this Court bas issued its venire for 


jurors taken: with particularity exclu: 
sively from the busine: s community and. 


mer: of character and standipg in the 
vity. Tbhatelass of citizens will be com- 
pelied to furnish the Jurors for this Court ; 
out in orderjo render the burden thus 
imposed upon them as light as possible, 
they will from time to time, and as rap- 
idly as their places can be supplied with 
men from a like class, be relieved. It is 
not the intention of the Court to im- 
pose upon them er any individual of 
that class the onerous burden of serving 
through a whole term of the Court. 
The Court’ and the officers thereof 
have been besieged by a horde of 
professional jurors, asking to be em- 
panneled at the present term of court. 
The law provides no means of bringing 
such parties to punishment, or its pro- 
visions would be rigidly enforced ; but 
as & means of remedying this outrageous 
avil, the court will intimate that Shelby 
county furnishes a poorhouse for the 
benefit of paupers. lua view ef that fact, 
the court does not deem it to be its duty 
to furnish support toindigent persons by 
assigning them to jury duly. Serving 
upon juries is @ high duty of patriotism 
tu which none but the best citizens should 
be called, It is made as a recommenda- 
tion of the Law Court of Memphis, to be 
certified by the clerk to the members of 
the Legislature from Shelby county, that 
a law be speedily enacted making it a 
misdemeanor for any person to solicit 
from apy judge or officer of a court of 
record the position of juror, either to be 
summoned upon general or special ve- 
nire, or otherwise, 

Astotbe second evil, the court will 
hereafter order the Sberiff to arrest and 
briug to trial all persons Known to be in 
the ‘‘straw bond’? business, it matters 
not who they are, so fastas they may be 
discovered, and timely warning to that 
effect is hereby given. The amount of 
perjury committed in this line is ap- 
palling to one familiar with the facte. 
As there seemyg to be some doubt whether 
® false justification upon appeal cr other 
bounds constitutes the crime ofgperjury, 
the clerk will aleo gertify to the mem- 
bers of the Legislature from MShelby 
county, as the recommendation of this 
Court, that an act, plain in its terms and 
provisions, be at ouce passed to cover 
aby defect that may exist in the law 
upon this sabject. 

In the absence of any provision of 
law, coverirg oOFr preyentjing these two 
evils, tae Court will use the best means 
atits command to suppress them, and 
wil! hereafter order the names of all pror 
fessional jurors besieging the Court or 
its officers for jury service,.and of all 
bopdsmen’’ whose names aré 
round the papers the Court to be

THE COURTHOUSE QUESTION. 


Shall we Bulld, «r Purchase 
and Alter? 


Various oriicles. having appeared /n 
the city papers in regard to building « 
courthouse, and also in regard to Con- 
verting the Gayoso House or Overton 
Hotel into one, urges me to solicit asmall 
space in your valuable paper in my own 
behalf, and in reference toShelby county 
courthouse. 

_ At the October term of the year 1560, 
& commission was formed for the pur- 
pose of erecting a courthouse and jail in 
the city of Memphis, for the county of 
Shelby. I was directed by said commis- 
stoners, in April, 1861, to prepare th» 
necessary plans for tke erection of raid 
courthouse under certain instructions 
from them, 

‘Tae necessary plans have been pre- 
pared, and all the working drawings, 
also the specifications for the same. ‘Ihe 
plans, details, etc. are elaborate, and I 
have in their execution spent @ vast 
amount of both time and money, aud all 
of said work is filed away, simply waiting 
the action of the pressnt County Com- 
missioners, and parties interested in this 
matter can see the designs at any time 
in my office. 

_{ have not pressed this matter before 
the Commissioners of Shelby county, 
feeling certain they desired to be free 
from debt before they entered into any 
heavy responsibilities. 

Ip regard to the necessity of a court- 
house for tbe county of Sheiby nene will 
deny, and in my opinion it should be o/ 
more extended dimensions than Was 
originally intended—oue that should 
unite the Federal. Courts, Revenue Of- 
ficee, Postoffices, Custonahvuse 
and all the Musicipai Offices—a bu’ ding 
combining ail public offices, and, 2vove 
all let it be centrally located, for 
wherever it is placed it will be the ialtia! 
point, and froma it Memphis wiil diverge. 
Court Square, from the city’s infanuey, 
has been generally regarded as this initia 

oint, and when once sucn initial points 
lave been made, care should be exer- 
cised in not disturbing them. Therefore 
Court Square points out the right Icca- 
tion for such an edifice. Again, build- 
ings of this type should not be hedged 
in; ample space should surround them 
for a free circubation of air,-for ingress 
and egress, and for the purpose of view- 
ing the same. 

The scheme that has been promu!gated 
to convert either the Gayoso House or 
the Overton Hotel intoa courthouse, 
would certainly be suicidal ; for while, 
for instance, the Overton is certainly 
the best constructed hotel in the city, for 
hotel purposes, it would make a very bad 
courthouss. It might be gutted and re- 
arranged, at a considerable outlay; it 
would, nevertheless, be # poor age 
for courthouse puiposes, sud, after all, 
but a tempoyary building; and the day 
must still come that the intelligence of 
the people will demand that a perma- 
nent struc!ure be erected, with all the 
requiremect=, commensurate with the 
spirit of the age. 

‘There is no yuestion that the Board of 
County Commiseioners shoula take some 
action ip tbe matter, from the fact that 
it wijl take many Years to evoct such a 
structure as is needed, and many months 
after action by them is commenced fo 
get preliminary work in shape,
